It is a further peculia: fact, well 
known to straw-vote takers, that the 
character of the agency collecting such 
expressions is reflected in the returns. 
The reason, of course, is that those will- 
ing to “vote” are in sympathy with the 
views of the vote takers. Those not so 
in sympathy manifest their dislike by 
refusing to participate.
